Medical  Oeficers  Report 

FOR  1903,

During  the  year  1903,  21()  deatii.s  were  registered  in  the  Orniesby  District, 
10  of  wdiicli  occurred  at  tlie  Xortli  ()rniesl)y  Hospital,  and  of  tliese  40  were 
ini])orted  cases.  Deducting  tliese,  the  nuniher  due  to  tlie  district  is  170. 

4die  population  of  your  district,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1903,  is  9,702, 
hut  as  exten.sive  Imilding  o])ei*ations  are  in  ])rogress  in  the  district  the  population 
will  recjuire  re-estiniating  on  a  different  basis  before  long. 

44ie  death  rate  calcnlated  ini  this  population  is  18'1  per  thousand 


Seventeen  deaths  from  the  chief  zymotic  diseases  were  registered  during 
the  year,  giving  a  moiTality  rate  of  1 ’7  per  thousand. 


The  Dirths  numbered  359 


eipial  to  a  birth  rate  of  37  per  thousand.

Sixtv-Kix  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  were  i-egistered,  resulting  in  an 
infantile  death  rate  of  IS'M  per  cent,  calcnlated  on  the  nmnher  of  children  horn 
dining  the  year.

The  first  of  the  following  tables  is  one  giving  the  total  number  of  deaths 
and  rates  of  mortality  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases,  and  from  other 
causes  during  the  past  ten  years.  The  general  death  rate  for  1903  is  the  lowest 
for  the  last  5  years.  One  death  resulted  from  Diphtheria  ;  3  from  Diarrhoea  ;  10 
from  Measles  and  3  from  Typhoid  Fever  (one  being  an  imported  case.) 

The  second  table  shows  the  deaths  occurring  at  two  groups  of  ages  from 
various  diseases  in  each  cpiarter  of  1903,  the  deaths  at  the  Hospital  being 
arranged  separately. 

The  third  table  gives  the  zymotic  death  rates  for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  next  table  contains  the  quarterly  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases. 

The  table  fbllowiiig  gives  the  births  and  deaths,  the  liirth  rates  and  death 
rates,  and  the  deaths  at  various  ages  duilug  each  (piailer  of  1903.  The  lai-ge 
number  of  deaths  under  5  years  of  age  was  due  iu  the  2nd  quarter  chiefiy  to 
Measles;  in  the  3rd  (piarter  to  Premature  Pirths,  Debility  from  Birth,  and 
Gastro-intestinal  disordei-s  ;  and  in  the  last  (piartei'  to  these,  together  with 
Respiratory  diseases.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  iiuml)er  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  was  42  compared  witli 
101  for  last  yeai\  The  Zymotic  deatli  rate  was  sliglitly  liigher  than  1902,  due 
chiefiv  to  an  outbreak  of  Measles,  but  the  Zymotic  death  rate  is  of  little  value  in 
estimating  the  healthiness  of  a  district  since  it  is  composed  of  several  diseases, 
each  with  a  separate  predisposing  cause. 

An  outbreak  of  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough  for  instance,  may  occur  iu  the 
most  sanitary  district,  and  if  cold  weatlier  and  insufficient  nursing  attends  it, 
many  cases  are  sure  to  end  fatally  from  lung  complications. 

An  excessive  deatli  rate  from  Phthisis  (Consumption)  is  a  much  safer 
indication  of  unhealthiness,  showing  as  it  does,  insufficient  light  and  fresh  air  in 
dwellings,  worksho[)s,  etc. 

The  past  summer  with  its  heavy  rainfall  and  low  temperature  was  con¬ 
ducive  to  a  low  death  rate  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  but  nevertheless  many  deaths 
occurred  from  sirnilai*  gastro-intestinal  disorders,  which  in  my  opinion  was  largely 
due  to  the  method  adopted  of  storing  refuse  in  close  proximity  to  dwelling  houses, 
allowing  food  in  the  pantries  to  become  contaminated  1)}-^  effluvia  and  flies. 
Typhoid  fever  is  often  spread  in  the  same  manner,  the  bodies  and  legs  of  dies  con¬ 
veying  the  <leleterions  bacilli  from  excremental  matter  to  the  food  supply. 


We  have  been  fortunate  during  the  last  veai*  in  lieing  able  to  isolate  at 
home  nearly  .all  the  cases  notified.  This,  however,  cannot  be  done  in  all  cases 
especially  during  an  e])ideniic,  tlierefore  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  some 
ari'angement  oi‘  provisi(jn  be  made  foi*  the  Hospital  Isolation  of  infectious  cases.

Diphtheria. — Six  out  of  the  ten  cases  occuired  in  the  1st  puai'ter.  The 
case  at  31  Pierson  Street  wais  a  dressmaker  in  Middlesbroui^h.  The  cellar  drain 
was  untrapped.  At  27  Xelson  Street  foui-  cases  occurred,  one  being  removed  to 
the  Middlesbrough  Sanatorium.  ddiei*e  was  a  discarded  drain  in  the  scullery  con¬ 
nected  with  the  yai'd  gully.  One  case  was  notilied  fi-om  the  Hospital  (a  nurse) 
and  another  from  the  Orphanage,  the  latter  ca.se  I  tried  to  remove  to  the  Middles- 
bi-ough  Sanatorium,  but  the  case  was  refused.  A  fatal  case  was  reported  at  ()8 
Snieaton  Sti-eet.  The  milk  business  which  is  carried  on,  wuis  suspended  until  after 
the  disinfection. 


Sc.VHLET  Fever. — Most  of  the  cases  were  reported  in  the  hrst  and  fourth 
(juarters  of  the  year.  At  11  Xelson  Street,  the  [)rivy  midden  was  very  olfensive, 
and  the  pantry  window  being  only  5  feet  distance  from  it. 

The  case  re]:)orted  at  1 1  South  View%  Cargo  Fleet,  was  a  boy  who  had 
received  the  infection  at  School  in  South  Rank.  He  assisted  in  milking  cows  at

Rramble  Farm  until  the  24th  of  October,  when  he  developed  a  sore  throat.  He 
was  then  kept  at  home  for  obsei'vation.

Small  lk)X. — As  this  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  distilct,  the  temporary 
Small  Po.x  Hospital  at  Seldom  Seen,  was  visited  on  June  4th,  when  your  Com¬ 
mittee  ordered  certain  repairs  to  be  done. 

On  the  25th  July,  1  was  informed  of  a  girl  lodging  at  13  Jubilee  Street, 
who  had  ))een  exposed  to  Small  Pox  at  South  Raidv.  She  was  kept  under 
observation  at  the  house  until  she  d(‘veloped  the  disease,  when  she  was  removed  to 
Seldom  Seen,  the  mai-ried  c;ouple,  after  i-evaccination  wece  sent  there  also  to  look 
after  the  patient.  44ie  Imiise  in  Jubilee  Street  was  shut  up  and  disinfected.  Xo 
furthei*  cases  have  appeared.

Diahhhxea. — 4diree  ehildi-iai  died  from  Infantile  Disorders,  five  from 
Knteritis  and  several  from  Gastric.  Oatai-rh. 

IhlTHrsis. — Twa^lve  deaths  were  recorded  giving  a  i-ate  about  eijiial  to  that 
of  the  conntiy  generally. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  is  readily  affected  by  nnhygienic  conditions. 
For  the  year  1903,  the  rate  of  18’3  per  cent,  compares  favourable  with  the  past  few 
years  in  this  district,  but  is  considerably  higher  than  that  for  England  and  ATales 
irenerallv. 


THE  SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 


These  have  all  been  recentl}^  inspected  and  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition 
as  regards  cleanliness. 


At  Mr.  Walker’s  premises  in  Smeaton  Street,  the  process  of  cooling  of  the 
poloii}"  w’as  being  cariled  on  wdiere  some  pigs  were  kept,  an  unsatisfactoiy 
condition  of  working. 

At  Mr.  Allison’s  Slaughter  House  in  Back  Bargate  Street,  the  floor  near 
the  gully  required  repairing  as  liquid  refuse  soaks  into  the  surrounding  ground. 
The  matter  has  received  the  attention  of  the  Inspector. 


MILK  SELLERS. 


The  premises  of  those  selling  milk 
fairly  satisfactory  as  regards  cleanliness, 
considerably. 


have  been  visited  and  as  a  whole  found 
The  ventilation  of  these  places  varies 


At  27  Market  Place,  the  milk  was  kept  either  in  the  front  or  back  room, 
both  living  rooms,  and  in  other  respects  not  satisfactory. 


INSPECTION  OF  FARMS. 

Most  of  the  farms  showed  evidence  of  considerable  improvements  having 
been  made  in  recent  yeai's  especially  as  regards  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of 
cow  byres.  It  was  difficult  to  judge  the  normal  condition  of  some  of  the  farm 
steads  on  account  of  the  long  continued  wet  weather,

llAMIiLt^rox  IdlLLS  Kahm.  During  tlu'  \'ear  the  hnildings  have  keen 
pointed  and  small  re))airs  done.  One  of  the  hyres  used  i'or  pigs  and  calves  is 
hadly  ventilated  and  lighted,  there  heing  a  low  ceiling  with  a  loft  over.  Otherwise 
the  hnildings  are  now  in  a  fairh'  satisfactoiA'  condition.

Mr.  8TAINTH0Kl’t]'s  Daihy  is  as  re[)orted  last  year.  The  cow  hyre  is  small, 
hadly  lighted  and  the  ventilation  insntlicient,  hnt  <'nly  one  (ailf  \\'as  kept  there. 

Mr.  I  ^ISTEK's  pi-eniises  are  very  old,  and  although  they  have  heen  recently 
re})aired,  are  far  from  modern  recpiirements. 

vSpexX'EH  JM'X'K  FAim.-  -The  farmstead  is  likewise  very  old.  The  cow  hye 
was  dark  and  another  hjn'e  was  used  as  a  piggery.  Reservoir  water  is  now  heing 
used. 

Bottom’s  Fak.M. — Only  one  cow  ke})t  and  no  milk  sold.  The  fold  yard  has 
heen  much  improved  ])y  drainage,  no  offensive  stagnant  water  heing  present. 

.Mr.  HaxsELL’s  Farm  is  in  the  same  condition  as  last  year.  The  offensive 
inanure  has  heen  collecting  for  five  months,  and  is  situated  upon  higher  ground 
than  the  hnildings  which  consists  of  com"  hyres,  cottages  and  villas  Avithin  a  short 
distance. 

^fr.  Haxsox’s  Cow  Byre  is  in  excellent  order,  except  that  part  of  the 
hnilding  was  used  hy  Mr.  flansell  as  a  piggeiy  and  the  licpiid  refuse  drains 
thrcnigh  the  wall  into  the  ])art  where  the  cows  were  kept.  This,  and  the  preceding 
nuisance  on  Mr.  Hansell’s  farm  have  received  the  attention  of  the  Inspector. 

.Mr.  Jackson’s  Byre  is  in  fairly  good  order. 

Towxs’  End  Far:m. -The  cow  hyre  is  hadly  lighted,  hut  only  one  cow 
kept.  The  fold  yard  contained  very  offensive  refuse  and  manure. 

Thorn  Tree  Farm. — The  foldyard  and  sui-i‘ounding  land  M"as  saturated 
Muth  li(piid  manure. 

Some  of  the  huildings  are  still  in  the  same  dela[)idated  condition. 

Bra.MRLES  Farm. — The  drainage  of  the  cowhvre  and  foldvard  has  heen 
attended  to  during  the  year. 
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exce])tion  of  J  the  stables,  scanty  and  of  preniativ’e  construction.  Bponts  to 
oiit-l)uil(lings  recpiire  patting  up  so  as  to  prevent  tlie  foldyard  becoming  so  wet. 

In  accordance  witli  tlie  Factory  and  AVorksliops  Act,  1901,  I  include  in  niy 
report  tabulated  statements  of  the  Factories  and  Workshops  in  your  District. 
"I'lie  only  infectious  disease  under  this  section  was  a  girl  at  34  Pierson  Street, 
suffering  from  Diphtheria.  She  was  a  dressmaker  in  Middlesbrough. 

The  Tables  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  the  report  of  the 
Surveyor  and  Inspector  of  iSTuisances  are  included  in  the  report
